Delegates Who Left Committee Meet­ 
ing Back in Their Places. 


ORDER COUNTERMANDED 


McHarg Tells Delegates to Attend 
Committee Meeting. 


Chicago, June 20.— At the meeting 
of the credential- committee of the 
Republican national convention at the 
Coliseum la-t night, George L. R ec­ 
ord, of New Jersey, a Roosevelt dele­ 
gate, but not a member of tlie co ii-j 
mittee. suddenly ru-hed to the front 
and yelled: “ I am a bearer ot a me-- 1 
sage from our commander. (' »lone!

Soon afterward, when the R o o - e ­
